I would 
gladly supply you with some Heart's Ease, but I have 
alely lost all mine :— of Rue, however, my stock in- 
creases daily, and has continued to do so ever since I 
cleared my grounds of the Chaste Flower. 

The R 1, having always kept his pleasure- 
garden well stocked, has been enabled to make you 
some valuable offerings, but he cannot supply you 
with any plants of the Poplar kind, as all that he onca 
possessed liavc lately withered away. They flourish,

SUFFERINGS • OF THE POOR IN TRE 

METROPOLIS. 

[From the British Press, Feb. i.] 

"\,rANY letters have been received at The British 
-^^■^ Press Office, complaining of the iardy and very 
incompetent relief afforded to the poor during the late 
extremely severe season. The following report of a 
case in point is, no doubt, from one of those dis- 
satisfied complainants : — 

A meeting of the Churchwardens, Overseers of 
the Poor, and inhabitants of a populous parish at the 
west end of the town, was held a few days since, fcr 
the purpose of devising some means to alleviate the 
distresses of the lower classes of society, who have been 
so severely aiHicted by the extraordinary inclemency 
of the weather. 

Mr. Julap, the parish apothecary, opened the busi- 
ness of the day with an emollient harangue. He 
expatiated^ at greac length, on the miseries endured 
by the poor; vihich, he contended, ought to stimu* 
late the meeting to adopt some efficient measure for 
their relief* While so many efforts were making to 
succour the wretched inhabitants of other countries, 
he hoped the misery which wa& at their own doors 
would not be passed over unnoticed. If, howewr, 
they would not act from principles of humanity, he 
trusted the demands of justice would be attended to. 
They all knew that he bad contracted^ for a very trifling 

©5 SUtj^vvd^ 
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itipeiid, to give medical aid to the poor of the parish; 
but this he now found it impossible to do, without in-* . 
curring a very great loss ; tor, in consequence of the 
severity of the weather, and the want of the common 
necessaries of life, the number of the sick were daily 
increasing, and would continue to increase, unless a 
aupply of beef, mutton, bread, and potatoesj wis 
immediately granted. He should therefore propose^ 
*^ that a subscription be opened for the purpose of 
procuring provisions for the poor ; and that the Rev- 
Mr- BeaU'Clerc^ the Rector of the Parish, be re- 
quested to undertake the management of the same." 

Mr. BeaU'Clerc begged leave to decline so trouble- 
some an office. He conid by no means pay the ne« 
cefsary attention to such a trust ; as he was engaged to 
different dinner, tea, supper, and cani parties, for 
the ensuing month ; besides, he did not think the 
situation of the poor was so very desperate. If they 
attended regularly at their pnrish church, they would 
be plentifully supplied with the bread of Itjfe: that 
celestial food was alone worth seeking. 

Mr. Cokcj a gentleman in the black-diamond trade^ 
in a very luarm speech, expressed his opinion, that 
the wants of the poor should not be neglected. He, 
however, thought it was more necessary to afford 
them comfortahle fires^ in this inclement season, than 
Jooi^ If such should be the sense of the meeting, he 
had a considerable quantity of coals on hand, which 
he would dispose of very cheap. 

Mr. Wick^ a tallow-chandler, concurred in tlie 
opinion which the last speaker had supported W^^tli^ 
Fuch melting eloquence ; but begged leave to siiQ^ekt 
the propriety of affording the poor room -keepers' & 
little li^ht during the dreary winter evenings-^he th^K* 
''ibre fuomitted to the meeting a specimen of candlei | 
whicfay as his heart was cast in the mould of pity, fae 
waf wDlin£f to sell under first cost. 
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Mr. Blubber, oilman (across the table) 2 — •* With 
all due submission to the Worthy Gentlemanj I think 
train-oil infinitely preferable.** 

Mr. Dough, the bakef^ in a very flowery oration^ 
reprobated the conduct of the last three speaker^ 
>)vbich^ he said^ savoured strongly of the leaven of 
selfishness. For his own part, it struck him, tbut 
the poor could not poss'rbly be in so wretched a situa- 
tion as had been described. He could prove, beyond 
the reach of contradiction, that food could be procured 
gratis. Surely the meeting could not forget, that aa 
ingenious gentleman of his profession had recently 
1>een very successful in making bread from pavings 
stones ; a second had used pulverized bones, for the 
same purpose ; and a third had manufactured loaves^ 
of peculiar whiteness, from plaster of Paris* It was 
true, the Lord Mayor, who was an enemy to such 
wholesome experiments, had punished those enter- 
prising characters ; but, if the poor chose to regale 
on diet of that description, it was not in his power to 
prevent them. He had no doubt that excellent bfe«l 
could be made from saw-dtist — and even brick^usi^ 
he believed, might be used for that purpose. Whea 
materials of this kind were so plenty, he knew not 
why they should be called upon for subscriptions. 

Mr. Comfit, an eminent confectioner, contended, 
that the poor, so far from being in a pitiable sitnt* 
tion, were revelling in luxuries. What, he would 
ask, was more excellent than snow-water, in the 
composition of pancake batter? What was itlore 
palatable than frost, when placed on the top of a 
twelfth cake? And, as to ices, ever^ person must 
allow that they were very great delicacies. 

Mii^h confusion here took place — a dozen of ora- 
ton^ were on their less XogtihtT'^Marrawlottes, the 
butcher, roared out, that the poor should be supplii^ 
witbq^^ Sntpi th^ tailpO aecUred that (hey ought

FIRST BULLETIN OF THE GRAND ARMY. 

[From the Times, Feb. 8.] 

Imperial Head Quarters, iOhalom, 

Jan. 28^ 1814. 

''PHE third campaign of the war against the con- 

^ tinenty for the support of the continental system, 

has now begun. It will be as glorious to France as 

the two preceding. 

The Emperor left Paris early in the morning of the 
25tb5 and reached Chalons the same evening, it is a 
great convenience to have so easy and expeditious a 
communication between the head-quarters and the 
capital. 

We are as yet ignorant where the head-quarters of 
thedifTerent Marshals, that were on the Rhine and the 
Waal, will be fixed. It is believed, that they will fall 
back on the grand army, with a part of their forces^ 
leaving the rest to follow as soon as circumstances shall 
permit- 

If ths campaign ha» been opened somewhat earlier 
than might have been desirable for the success, of the 
grand plans in agitation, the Emperor is by no meant 
to be blamed for this. It results entirely from the 
precipitation of the enemy.

On the 26th, His Majesty in person visited the-'out* 
posts, wrapped in a Polish cloak. It had snowed du- 
ring the nighty and the cold was at lo degrees of fi^au- 
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mur below the freezing point. Some inconsiderate 
voices cried^ a has le manteau I His Majesty, whost 
good-humour never deserts him, gaily threw off the 
cloak, and retired to his tent, amidst cries of Viv'e 
I'Empereur! This touching scene will be immorta- 
lized by the pencil of Baron David. 

Early on the 27th, news was brought, that somer' 
Cossacks had had the audacity to show themselves on 
the side of St. Dizier. The whole of the army was 
instantly put in motion, to chastise the insolence of 
this despicable cavalry. We came up with them neat 
. the town of St. Dizier. Never was French heroism 
xoore signally displayed. The different regiments of 
the old and young guard rivalled each other in devo- 
tion. The cavalry of the guard of honour executed 
several brilliant charges. A few of them were dis- 
mounted, owing to the circumstance of their not be- 
ing yet sufficiently exercised in the face of the enemy* 
This slight defect will soon be remedied. After six 
hours hard fighting, the enemy gave way on all sides. 
They were pursued without relaxation, Vep(e dans Ig^s 
reinSy as far as Vassy. Many bit the dust : and two 
Cossacks were taken* They are to be sent in chains to 
JParis, and presented before His Majesty the King of 
Home, in order to fill his youthful mind with ideas of 

Jrlory. Our loss in the battle consisted only of the 
ittle finger of a conscript. TeDeum will be celebratjod 
as usual by Cardinal Maury. '•> 

In the midst of these glorious successes, the thoughts 
of the Emperor are incessantly turned to the attainment 
of peace ; but whatever happens, he will consent to no 
terms which shall endanger the integrity of the city of 
Paris. He is firmly resolved that the Thuilleries shall 
be shared with no foreign sovereign ; and he will insiflit 
CD the guarantee of all the high contracting powers, tp 
secure to the Great Nation the perpetual possession of 
the Venus de Medicis and of the Apollo Belvedere. 

What I 
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What 1 shall we lose these precious fruiu of our ^ 
rious revolution ? Shall we g?ve up the monuinents 
of that profound policy which does so much honour 
to the age of Napoleon the Great ? Perish the French- 
man who can entertain so base a thought 1 Hence- 
forward let our rallying cry be ''The \^nu8 de Medi» 
€18, one and indivisible !'' 

His Majesty has learnt, with extreme dissaUsfactioiii 
that bets are publicly laid at Paris on the event of an 
approaching change of the dynasty.

the earth for their reception. An attendant 'tficsi 
loosened the clay with a kind of bar^ anotmd thefr hoo- 
dies, and moved it into close contact with thehr skintr. 
The Irving 'carcasses being thns rnhnmed, the beads 
appeared arranged in a kind of half-moon, pointing at 
the ends to their great prime mover and attractmg 
power, the illustrious Graham. It was a cmioos 
Kpectaple to view this platform of earth, studded with 
hnman faces divine, which seemed to have sprung' 
from its surface, like mushrooms firoih a dunghUI^ tn* 
animated visages (as fabled by the ancients) frocfo the 
slimy mud of Egypt. Lavater, if he had been pre- 
sent, might have contemplated the human counte* 
krance in a new point of view, and in a singular and 
interesting situation. 

The great man dropped his chin amid the yielding 
earth, and proclaimed, ** Silenqe !'^ Then every eye 
was turned towards the lecturer, beaming, across the 
level and clayey surface of the room, horizontal rays, 
which concentrated, as in a common focus, on his ir- 
radiated and animated visage.

IN reading over the different public prints^ foriooc 
^ time past, I have observed with fiurpriscy. >tktt 
their principal attention has been absorbed by tk 
state of the monied funds of Great Britain ; and^ ai'if 
the hope of making fortunes, or the dread of kwiiig 
them, by speculations on the Stock Exchange^ ivcR 
alone worthy of notice, the only orijginal arficks 
which they contain relate expressly to this sordid -sab- 
ject. It is no wonder if foreigners, on perusiDg subh 
productions, should immediately consider us as dip: 
most selfish people on the face of the earth j and yet| 
Sir, the fact is, that thousands of £nglisbmea:ne«tr 
bestow a thought upon the Stock Exchange, nor-spon 
Change Alley, or its miserable population of wrang- 
ling bulls and lears* I, Sir, am one of those'€Oku 
templative men whose ideas flow in a very diffeitDt 
channel ; it is my delight to examine the state of die 
moral, political, literal^, and dramatic funds of^ tbe 
c'otuitrv, from which I derive much amusement and 
instrnction. I have enclosed for your perusal, ao 
extract t(x>m my observations, which I trust, you 
will approv^. JJ; 

The New Diplomatic Fund^-^^This species of Mook 
has been recently created by Viscount Castleresgh, 
who is at present busily employed in endeavouring' to 
vend it, at Chatillnn. Notwithstanding the attonpts 
made by several TiTiie-serving journalists, to depreciate 
it, we have no doubt, from the friendly intercourse 
which has taken place between Lord Castlereagb and 
tbe agent appointed by the French governmeiit to 
hn/gam for a portion of it, that it will have a V^ 
£pccdy rise in the home-market. The people hf 
France, we understand from private accounts, ate 
r^ady to purchase it at any thing like a Jair price* 

But 
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But tht war-faclioa in Englaod (wbose numbers are 
very contemptible) have expressed great unwillingness 
to sell them any of it, except they chose, to msdceNtheir 
payments in Napoleons d'or.. The people, of Francx: 
da nqt seem to relish this exchange, lest^ in the ab- 
sence of their present coin^ Bourbons de plomb. might 
foe introduced among them. It is remarkable, that 
the French have been always more successful in the 
establishmeni oi diplomatic fiinds than the English. 

j^rmy and Navy jimmUies.'^ThQ former of these 
stocks, chiefly owing to the exertions of Marquis 
Weil^sley, who has studied its interest since a boy, is 
P^atly above par. In Portugal, Spain, and Holland^ 
It is sought ^fter with avidity. The French Army 
jitmuitieSf which were at one time paramount in 
every country of Europe, have sunk into insignifi- 
cance, owing to the influence of ours.-— Th^ Navy 
Annuities have always been the boast of this country. 
The Americans^ however, lately established a fund of 
the same description, on a very contracted scale. In 
consequence, our Annuities have suflered a slight de- 
pression. This effect has been attributed to the negli- 
gence of those who should have watched the progress 
of the Americans with the utmost jeaK^usy. 1 cannot 
say that all the persons connected with that duty were 
equally remiss ; but this I know, that one gentleman, 
whose attention should have been occupied by no 
other business, instead of sending a proper quantity of 
JEfiglish Navy Annuities into the American n^rket^ 
apiused himself with writing newspaper essays and 
composing doggrels. 

The Imperial Ministerial Annuities. — No stock in 
. the political market has fluctuated so much as this. 
. Prior to the expiration of the Prince Regent's restric-^ 
tions, it was so extremely low, that the most expe- 
rienced stock-brokers were of opinion it never could 
look up again. Under these circuin^ances, an eiL<^^-

tioti was made to amalgamate it with the English and 
Jriafi 0/)pcs'uio7i luindSf which were then at a very . 
high pruuiiJiu. '|1ie stockholders, however, rcfuseii« 
aiul llic MlnhterUil Jnmiilics continued to fall. At 
I his critical moimnl, the successes of Lord Welling- 
lon in Spain irave ihcm ^, fillips and they have con- 
tinnttl to rise i.i\)gri»:&ively ever since. It is, however, 
ruuKUirccl, liiiit a di.^pute has recently arisen between 
l-oriis l^iverpuol ami Castlereagh, on the one side, 
and iho h-jad in.ui of the market, supported by several 
iTnincnt lio)(Lrs of ihis stock, 0:1 the other, relative 
to the apptic.ttion oi the New Diplomatic Pund^ of 
uliich \vc have boforc spoken. Should this be the 
case, it is n'«t iin))robab!e that the Ministerial Annui* 
fit\s will af^ain sink. 

Parllanwhlartj AnjiuUies, — ^This species of stock 
was oriinnailv created bv the Saxons; but its consti- 
tution has been altered and amended at different aeras*. 
At one time, those who held FarUamentary fttock 
were paid off annually'y at a subsequent period they 
might retain it for three years; at present the nwmwd 
time for which ii is allowed to be held, is seven years; 
but the stock is generally cancelled before the expira- 
tion of six. At the lime when the payments were 
made annually ^ the people used to disburse the neces* 
sary sums. But, when the triennial^ and, afterwards, 
the septennial alterations were made, the Crown, it is 
said, became the paymaster. This still continues the 
most popular of all the stocks; for a few of the owners* 
accept no remuneration, although they purchase in 
at a very high rate. They are content to hold the 
stock from patriotic motives, being well aware that the 
general prosperity of the country depends upon the 
manner in which the business of this fund is trans- 
acted. It never bore a higher price than when 
Messrs. Pitt, Fox, Burke, Windham, Sheridan, &c. 
were intrusted with its management. As they ditd

or seeeded, a number of thtrd-rate laM^yers and'needy 
adventurers usurped thieir places, and it decKned iti 
Talue. Certain gentletnen from Ireland, who are 
anxious to root out the abuses which have crept in, 
have, by their ^xertions^ ^ven it an occasional advance 
in the market; but, with this exception^ it has con- 
tinued very dtad for some years. Many people sup- 
posed, when Mr. Canning bought in, that an imme* 
diate me virould take placc^ as it was whispered that 
he was possessed of plenty of the sterlings which he 
would lay out as opportunity served. But Mt. Whit- 
bread brought hid coin to the touchstone^ and it v^as 
found to be gilt brass. 

The PbfniUition Fimi. — ^This is said to be the oldest 
stock in the world, having been known even in the 
tinie of Adam. K>oah saved a little of it in the arby 
anti U id now to be found in every quarter of the 
gl&b^l nay, some people imagine that the 5am» mooTt,-. 
^d' stars, are not destitute of it. The dreadful wars 
which have ravaged Europe for so many years,, have 
occasioned it to decline very much, particularly in 
France, The prospect of peace, however, which is 
now held out, gives me hope that it will speedily look^ 
up. This prospect has already effected a very favour- 
able change in the price of tickets for the Matrimonial 
Ivoftery, which is always regulated by the state of the 
Population Fund. The number of half^pay officers, 
military and naval, who are expected home, has oc- 
caisioned an advance of full 50 per cent. The Old 
Maid*s Stock, and the Young Firgin's Ptmd (which- 
arc similar to the Lo/i^ and Short Annuities) y have, v 
from the same cause, risen very consideraUy. 

The Literary Fnndr — ^There is scarcely a n>an in 
the country, who can read and write, that is not fond 
of dablUng in this fund j but very few tmke fortunes 
by it. It is^ a sort of Omniumf composed- of private

6d. notes into the market, b«irii^ 
the title of Carmen Triumphale, bis credit has b^ 
much reduced. These notes have bad very little df- 
culaiion; indeed it is said, that he has only receiM^a 
few cups of sack for them. Much pains have btai 
taken by the Treasury press to prevent the ciroulatioil 
of Lord Byron's drafts ; but the best judges are of bbi- 
nion that they will pass current long after Mr. Citktft 
flimsies are consigned to the pastrycook.

THE BOOKSELLERS* CASE. 

[From the British Prcsi^ June 16.] 
MR. EDITOR, 

T OBSEUV'ED in your paper of yesterday ^n elabo- 
-^ rate statement, pointing out the various hardsbipi 
to which printers, booksellers, and authors, must ne- 
cessarily be subjected, if the claim, which certaia 
public libraries are entitled to makct for eleven copies 
of every new work published in the United Kinig^m, 
should be continued. Now I, Sir, as an Auihotf beg 
leave to dissent entirely from the observations contain* 
cd in the article alluded to, as far as relates to personfi 
who, like myself, devote their lives to the improts- 
nient of human nature, by the dissemination of know- 
ledge. The writer of the statement (some person, I 
am sure, of a mercenary and contracted mind) tells 
ua, that the right to deiuand these eleven copies, will, 
in every instance where an author detemiines to pub- 
lish on his own account, tend very much to decrease 
his profits! — Profits! Mr. Editor — surely this is the 
first time that the word has ever been usedj in eon* 
merating the benefits to be derived from liter^ 
merit. I declare. Sir, I have been an author for near 
half a century, and I never received, nor did I, after 
my probationary year, expect to receive any profit 
whatever. I will admit. Sir, that if authors were 
fond of splendid houses — if they delighted in rich 

viands 
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viands — tlie argument drawn from a diminution of 
profit would be reasonabk* enough, JBiU wlica, from 
time immemorial^ they have shown a predilection for 
the attic story, and that too situated in the most un* 
frequented streets; when their food (if fortunately 
they have any) is, for ihe purpose of more easy diges- 
tion, of the lightest and cheapest description ; when 
their clothes are more remarkable for antiquity than 
for any other quality; and wlien, under these cir- 
cumstances, they are the most, .placid and contented 
set of men in the wtirld (for the expression of Horace, 
*^ genus irritabil^ vatumy'* applies oidy to their acer- 
bity on literary matters, and has nothing to do with 
their general conduct), who, that is at all conversant 
with their h«tbi4s of life, would endeavour to enrich 
them ? They do iK>t seek for money, and far distant 
be that a^ra when authors shall become wealthy ! — from 
that Qioment adieu to genius ! Peter Pindar has very 
justly observ^— 

'* Painters and podts never should he fat; 
Sons of Apollo, listen well to that 1" 

And he goes on to show, that Jat operates, with re- 
ference to our ideaSy as bird-lime docs towards the 
fcatliered raccj it prevents them froR) sparing oil 
hi^h. The chain of reasoning then is obvious*^— 
Wealth begets luxury^ luxury creates /(?/» and fat de« 
stroys tbe mental energies. The conclusion is, that 
the excellence of a work must, be ia direct proportion 
to tbe poverty of tbe writer. I'herefore I contend, 
that it would very much couduce to the interests of 
literature, if^ instead of eleven copies of every new 
work, twice that number were demanded. 

I shall make only one other observation on the 
propriety of the system now so much complained of, 
which, I trust, will have considerable weight* You, 
Sir, and every man iu tbe country at all connected

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with literarjr pursuits, must be awa(re pf the hmiiaiiie 
advaotaffe which results from the pemsaly b)r tbst 
who hokl elevated situations al the unrveraitics, ehl 
new publications. Their minds are ao enriebetlf 
this lUerein/ matmritigf that it is imposftibleT4Uf 
should not produce a plentiful crop of worksi ■iiiiaH 
and instructivej from the light and el^ant notd^ 
the profound and abstruse treatise on the ptaacW 
system. The question then is— Are we to fosemBi 
invaluable productions for a trifle ? I hope the tool 
sense of the Legislature will prevent so lamentable n 
event. But it is said, why cannot the Uniyersitia 
purchase such works as they conceive ought to occopf 
a place in their libraries ? I believe. Sir, they would 
very willingly adopt that mode, but their, poscr^ 
places an insuperable bar between them and the sc- 
complishment of their wishes. As a proof of that 
poverty J which we must all lament, yoa have only 10 
turn your eyes to the proceedings at Oxford.— The 
University has been honoured with a visit from the 
Allied Sovereigns, the Prince Regent, &c. ; and I can 
assure you, it is with the greatest liberality and plei- 
sure they entertain them with . all that mlendoar 
which their high rank demands. Now, Sir, when 
this is the case, I will ask any unprejvidiced maiif 
how they can reasonably be expected to throw away 
money in the purchase of books ? A grant from Par- 
liament, for the purpose, is hopeless — ^for, I 'believe, 
the rejoicings for peace^ the fliesy illuminations, fire- 
works, &c. which are necessary to celebrate the eventf 
except in the case of the Government Qfficea, and 
the houses of some few parasites, miist fa|e paid out of 
the pockets of the individual inhabitants. 

P. S. You cannot have forgotten the old Greek 
maxim, *^ Mty«& fiifiy^m iity» x»]fio/*---^< A m^a|:4>ook ii 
a great evil/' The Authors and Bck>k8dldri have of 
late, more than ever, taken it into their headt^ whboDt 

■ • --< • even 
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even consulting the Univenkies, and merely tt their 
own peril and discretion^ to publish very large and 
expensive works. Now^ Sir^ nothing can tend more 
effectually to lessen evils of this kind, than the pro- 
visions of the Bill against Authors and Booksellers* 
The Society for the Suppression of Vice^ in the senith 
of its power, with John Bowles at its head, could 
never devise remedy, palliative, or preventive, so effi* 
cient.

reverse of every thing suggested in these idle ratnonrsr 
it appears, that one of the maids of honour^ on consult- 
ing the weather-gkssj has given it as her decided opi''

There they must he ma-* 
tionless, like the dead c<'it8 and dogs, to whose berthi' 
they have succeeded; A letter, containing tm.'acscoiiat 
of this difficulty, thus sagaciously anticipated by- the 
maid of honour, was on Tuesday despatched from 
Windsor, by a hobby groom, and immediately taken 
into consideration. After the breaking up of the 
Board, communication by telegraph was held^ during 
two. hours, with the Royal Observatory at Greenwich, 
the particulars of which have not transpired ; but it is 
supposed that the Astronomer Royal has been con- 
sulted upon this subject, and that his report confirms 
the opinion of the maid of honour at Windsor.

SERPENTINE NAUMACHIA. 

[From the Champion, July lo.] " 

MR. EDITOR, ' . * 

.^OU cannot.conceive ffie mortification and diBitlty 
^ with which I read the declaration of the Chan- ' 
cellor of the Exchequer, that the intended grand seO" 
Jigkty upon the Serpentine^ was not to take place. 
Agreeing fully with the Editor of the Morning Pqsr, 
that it would have been an exhibition peculiarly ap^ 
propriate to this great naval nation, I am unable to 
suppress niy feelings of regret for the irreparable loss 
we have sustained ; and as, after the decease of a be* 
loved friend, we derive a melancholy pleasure from 
retracing the minutest particulars of his life, so I have^ 
in some little degree, soothed my sorrows, by collect'v 
ing the remains of the defunct and deplored Nauma^ 
chia. Among the most curious which my solicitude 
has procured, is the official Gazette account of the eti". 
gagementy which was intended to have been published, 
and for the printing of which, upon a- penny-book 
scale, adapted to the use of children, and cbmmei>« 
surate with the grandeur of the occurrence,, arrange- 
ments have been made with' Mr. Newbery, of St. 
Paul's Churchyard. I have no doubt of its aflfording 
as much amusement to all other grown-up children, 
as it doubtless did to the sublime projector of the 
Naumachia.

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Copy of a Letter addressed to Sir Pigmy LiUipuit &- 
Cretan/ to tlie Admiralty^ t§ Capt. George fKUb^ 
Purveyor of Park Pueiilittes, and Commodore tfik 
Canvass Cockboats in the Serpentine. 

H. M. S. Prince Regent^ off the Boaihmai, 
8iRy July 1814. 

It is my painful duty to communicate to you the 
particulars of a signal and complete overthrow, sus- 
tained by the fleet under my commandj in two desp^ 
rate attacks made upon the enemy's squadron, which 
was led in a gallant style by the Princess^ foreign- 
Wilt ship of war. 

* After running before the wind in the commence 
ment of my cruise, without chart or compass, I 
fcund myself in shoal water (although my draught (i 
it is remarkably smallj; and, to avoid the breakerii I 
Vras. compelled to throw all my metal overboard; not- 
withstanding which, I still continued to drift towattb 
'the shore, without being able to raise the wind^ son 
to haul off into smooth water. In thig emergency 1 
hoxsicd false colours, n)ade signals of distress, and the 
Princess licaving in sight, I gave her a sahite, whidi 
•>'hc returned, when the Imiun flag was displayed; we 
'were labhed together ^ anil, by her assistance, I wis 
towed to a safe anchorage. So soon, however, as I 
bad gained my point, I struck the Union, cut avdrwi^ 
^cleared ship^ and immediately prepared for action. 

I need not inform you. Sir, that my vessel, thougli 
by no means old, is very crazy from the hard serW 
she has seen, the courses she has kept, and the effect 
of grape shot to which she has been perpetually O' 
posed. She has an unwieldy hull, with a broad steni} 
but very poor head ; is slow in answering the bdiD, 
and requires a good deal of ballast to give ner any d^ 
gree of steadiness. 

The fleet being drawn up in line of battle, I ordefed 
the Spitey an old Royal fire*sbip, the Teaser zoi 

Growler 
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Oriawler gun-brigs, supported by the Ljfnx, Foacg . 
Spitfire^ Footman, and Liar dc^gers, to advance to : 
the attack of the Princess 5 while I used every device 
for blowing her up by means of torpedosi catamarans^ 
stinkpots, and other secret engines of destruction ;— 
but, for reasons of which I only am the judge, I . 
avoided every opportunity qf boarding or ^ coming to 
close quarters. 

The enemy, notwithstanding the severity of the at- 
tack, was so well supported by the Royal Sovereign, 
that she repulsed every effort made by the fleet undfir 
my command, without sustaining the smallest damage 
herself. My own ship, I am sorry to s^y, .was con- 
siderably injured by the explosion of the torpedos and 
other contrivances. I therefore hauled off, and or- 
dered the whole squadron to lie-to, for the purpose of. 
refitting for a fresh attack. 

The Royal Sovereign, after having rendered the 
country the greatest services, was, from a damage re- 
ceived in its head works, obliged to be carried into 
dock, where this gallant old ship was at last to lie laid 
up in ordinary. Availing myself of this advantage, I 
again ordered the fleet to advance in the same order as 
before; directing that no quarter should be given* 
Observing, however,* that the enemy had sent forward 
a cutter to take soundings, with a Broom, the signal of 
defiance, at the mast-head, I felt the necessity of be- 
ing wary in employing the secret engines; relying ou 
being enabled by my station, 9uperior weight and 
power, to run her down at once* On advancing for this 
purpose, I found that the place of the Royal Sovereign 
had been supplied l^ the John Bull, a formidable- 
looking three-decker, which, whenever I approached, 
emitted so terrible a hissing sound, that I apprehended 
combustibles were at the bottom, and instantly sheer* 
ed off* for fear of an explosion. In this dilemma I took 
a position for raking-^^ mauceuvre to which I have 

k6 ail 
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all my life been devoted, but bad the mortification. to 
find that none of my ihot would reach the enemy, 
vfhxle she hulled me most alarmingly at every brosd- 
aide. From the number of spars between us, I furl 
must have suffered considerably, and, although no 
lives were lost, I am sensible that, in point of charac- 
ter, 1 have sustained a most irretrievable injury. 

Of my officers I can only speak in terms of cooh 
mendfttion ; all seemed anxious to carry my wishes into 
effect ; they evinced cohsidcrable address in irmmuvgr 
and when got into shallow and dirty water, aud it Ix- 
came necessary to take soundings, they were all eager 
to let themselves doum for the purpose. I'he ship wai 
abundantly found, especially in blocks; and I can only 
attribute my want of success to my going, in every in- 
stance, upon the wrong tack. ^ .

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Loisis XVIII. acquires the suboprefecture of Annecf^ 
to which his right is icrevocably fixed^ till some new 
order. 

6. . The King of France will not be repaid the mil- 
lipns spent upon the port of Antwerp, but he^hall be 
loaded with — blessings ; and in consideration of this 
stacrifice, the King of Sardinia shall not demadd any 
war-contribution of His Majesty. 

7. The King of Sardinia is to retain his titles of 
King of Cyprus and of Jerusalem, and may also unite 
with theui, if he pleases^ that of Marquis of the Otto* 
man empire. 

8. The Pope recovers his Roman States, &c. ; abo- 
lishes the civil government ; and commands all his 
subjects, born and dead since 1802, to come and make 
a declaration of it before the ecclesiastical authorities.

12. The royal navy of France shall be composed of 
thirteen vessels, five frigates, three corvettes, and five 
packets, of which half only shall be armed as ships of 
war at one time. As to naval officers, the King shall 
be free to increase their number to as many as he 
pleases. 

13. Her Majesty the Empress and Queen, Maria 
Louisa, shall be raised to the dignity of Duchess of 
Parma and Placentia, by the care of her august &therj 
the Emperor of Austria. i. 

14. As a reward for his frank,' noble,- tad loyal 

conduct, 
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conduct^ Pkince Eugene Napoleon shall cease to be 
Viceroy of Italy, and the throne of Naples shall re- 
main in the possession of King Joachim Napoleon, 
one of the sovereigns the most raithful to Buonaparte, 
to the Pope, to France, and to the Allied Powers. 
'15. England consents that the French navigation 
of the Marne, the Saone, the Dordogne, the Isere, 
and part of the Gironde, shall be free. Manufactures 
and commerce shall resume their splendour; and 
French merchants shall be allowed to sell nothing but 
English wares* 

i6. The Allied troops shall quit France as soon as 
possible, taking care not to return through the coun- 
tries by which they advanced, lest they die of hunger. 

17. All former treaties, as well as the sums ex* 
penned upon the fortifications of Dantzic, Frankfort, 
Mayence, Cassel, Mons, Luxembourg, Antwerp, and 
the blood of five millions of Frenchmen, shed tor the 
glory and honour of France, are declared null and 
void. 

1 8. Pending the execution of this treaty, and to 
prove the union subsisting between all the European 
powers, Te Deum shall be sung in all languages ; im- 
mediately after which, instructions shall be given, to 
fortify places and recruit armies/' 

The following is the Treaty which we presient in refu- 
tation of the sophistry contained in the above :— - 
The late Treaty of Peace made easy to the Capacity of 

the meanest Man in Finance. 
** The High Allied Powers, having been each of them 
most unjustly attacked in their turn, their territories 
invaded, and their independence sought to be over- 
thrown, by Buonaparte, are still unwilling, after they 
havtt pursued that unprincipled tyrant into the very 
heart of France, and deposed him there, to visit his 
fiiit upon the heads of the French people, who have 
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now recumd to the legitimate ruleof tfaeii* ancient s^- 
▼csieigns ; and have therefore agreed to the fclbwiqg 
terms :•— 

1. There shall be a perpetual alliance between 
France and the Allied Powers, if the former will rr^ 
turn to habits of peaceful industry, and suflTer l^er 
neighbours to be at rest.

Bourbon. 

3. In conseauence of the Frankfort declaration, 
that a |reat nation should not lose its rank, &c. the 
aggressions of France upon other countries shall be 
forgotten — her perfidious invasion of Spain — her un- 
provoked annexation of Holland. The Allied Powers, 
in possession of her very capital, wiU e%'en leave it un- 
hurt, and give her more territories than she possessed 
before her system of plunder began. 

4. The Belgic provinces will revert to their lawful 
c^ners, the Houses of Orange and Austria ; with a 
greater share to the former, in consideration of the 
heavier 'sufferings of that family, and the severer 
wrongs inflicted on the country. 

5. In exchange for Belgium, and in conformity to 
the declaration of Frankfort, the French frontier to- 
wards Flanders is rounded and " rectified," every 
where to the ad\'antage of France 5 and France ac- 
quires a territory towards Savoy, which the victorioiis 
arms of Louis XIV. were not able to secure to her. 

6. The money spent in improving the port of Ant«> 
werp will, of course, turn to the advantage of those 
to whom the port of Antwerp of right belongs : he 
who removes his nei^bour's landmark, loses, tocethet 
with the land whicii he has gained by this fraud, the 
cultivation also which he has t>estowed upon it, when* 
tvtr the rightful owner recovers his property. But the 
King of Mrdiniai whom France niinetf oy various 
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acts of ylnuiiefi does not apply to France for the in- 
demnities which she would in jusiicc be bound to af- 
ford him. 

7.^.The beiit reply to this article is the fact, that 
Victpr Emanuel, King of Sardinia, cMitcrcd Turin 011 
th^ SPth of May last, amidst the joyous acclamatious 
of his su'bjects. 

flu The Pope re-entered his dominions also on thi* 
2d of April, when the departments of Iioinc; and the 
Thrasimene ceased to exist. The declarations of art- 
ists, living or dead, if they eould be ohtaineil, woiiKt 
not be very honourable to the plunderers of ihcir works. 
France, however, would not have been suffered to rc^ 
tain these, if the arch-pkmdcrer himself had remain- 
ed at the head of that kingdom.

' '- 'Ybu liiive done very wrong in making an apology 
'fdr'yotir eidarderie on Saturday night : though we have 
. been separated so many years oy your insatiable love of 
trat^tling, yet you might have supposed that 1 am not 
'to fiMTgetrai of oor early friendship as to be offended 
^Ih any thii^ you could say on our first meeting. 
Indeedj the simolicity of your observation not only 
I66k ill sting. from it, but was highly amusine : 
-ZMdy A. and myiflf laugh at the abrupt ndiveU with 
which you came up and saluted me : ** Why, Tom, is 
'Sttsbstiole! they tell me you are the principal Minister 
br thi day. Yon are a lucky fellow, and I wish you 
joy heirtiiy ; but who would have thought it ? How 
thie deuce did it come about V* This question, with the 
good-natured, unafllected aure that accompanied it^ 
would certainly have made me laugh to the danger ot 
my sides: but, having some of my humble admirers 
a1>out me, I thought it necessary to assume a cool dig- 
nity^ in order to repress their evident disposition to 
titled; You were foolish enough to misuke this for 
toger, and have written to me a whole sheet of ex- 
cttses. For shame I But, by the way, in the midst 
^ all your apologies and compliments, you cannot 
help recurring to your question, *^ How I came to be ^ 
Mnmterf** As 1 think your curiosity .perfectly 
r^sdnable, I shall take some trouble to gratify' it: and 
'^hen yon hear the gradations by which I ascended^ 
your astonishment will probably cease. I am rather 
apprehensive that your respect for me may be some*

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• 'Tis now, I believe, nearly twenty years since you 
and I were at college together ; you were then s mry 
enthusiast, devoured with the love of travel, aiidl^deter- 
mined to range the whole globe, whether habitable or 
unhabitable ; and I, as you used to say, merely exhi- 
bited the odd mixture of a plodder and a man of 
fashion. You always beat me, you know, at our col- 
lege exercises ; and I verily believe, though you were 
too kind to say so, you thought me a very duH fellow.

But iVhen I wrdtq to 
my father on the 6ul>ject, he told me, that, as tbi^e of 
my brothers had already embraced that mode of lKe> 
it was quite impossible that he could. undertake 'to )pro£> 
vide for a fourth in the same way ; but he had the hiip* 
piness to assure me, that there was a vacant borough 
which he could command, and that I should imme- 
diately have the opportunity of pushing my fortune iti 
Parliament. I confess that at first I did not much re- 
lish the proposal : I had never turned my attention- tp 
public business^ and I was remarkably deficient in the 
gift of speaking. I, however, relied so much on the; 
perseverance of my character, that I did not despair 
of doing something.

all oflfended me : on the contrary, when the Premier 
caincj I used without reluctance all my means and arts 
of pleasing. I succeeded : be was charmed, as I after- 
wacds heard^ with my manner, and when he learned 
that I was a young man fond of business and fagging, 
without any of the common vices of youth, he ex- 
claimed, ihat I should exactly suit him. 

..Allow me to say a few words concerning a man who 
wa« my first patron — I would say Jriendf but the world 
would latigb at me, though you would not. He was,^ 
though not a great man, yet full of the elemervts of 
grealness: a noble disinterestedness, an intrepid spirit, 
talents powerful and brilliant, and the most extensive 
information as to things that was ever possessed by any 
num. of the same years; add to this, the most skilful 
and imposing rhetoric.

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joined the cry against me, from mere maiice, because 
I had been more successful than themselves. But yoo 
will perhaps be surprised to bear, that the most per- 
Severing and ferocious attacks upon me proceeded 
from some of oar own friends and partisans. In the 
House, indeed, they sometimes made a show of de^ 
fending me, but they filled the daily papers with every 
sort of gibe and lampoon that ingenious mvy couM 
in^nt to ruin a fortunate rival. I had reason to* know 
that thtr cleverest and most stinging of these satire^ 
were written by my coadjutor in office, a young man 
whom the Minister had lately taken under his protec*

Agitated as I was at this second era of 
my political existence, which was to make or to mar 
me^ I found it difficult to restrain a burst of laughter. 
imagine to yourself the grave leaderaof the Opposition 
•truck aghast, as if at the blow of a thunderbolt; with 
open mouths and distended eyes expressive of the moat 
incredulous astonishment. Behind sat the youngsters 
•pale with envy and disappointed malice. . Our own 
young partisans attempted to smile upon me, but never 
waa any smile so gloomy : it was the sun shining 
tbnough the dense atmosphere raised by the Siroo. 
Nay, my faithful friend and coadjutor above-men*> 
tioned, absolutely aBected to cheer me ; but *^ Hear J 
hear!" stuck in his throat. I made a long speech, 
which, though it did not advance my reputation for 
oratory, at least con vi viced the House that the plan 
was mine. By this time the Opposition bad recovered 
a little from their astonishment, and began to start 
objections, and fling their sarcasms. It was too late : 
Che best^informed members had already given their 
approbation, and ail that was now said merely went for 
tb« effusion of party-spleen, 

I was 
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I was now a man again, and two daya arterwairds./Waa 
made Secretary at War, with the promi^ c^ blg;^ 
pipmotion. I look back to this sta^ of my career w4lb 
much pleasure : by diut of honourable and |)er8everiQg 
exertion, I had shamed my opponents, done the state 
gome service, and earned for myself a lucrative and 
cHstinguished situation. But, alas 1 the life of a poli- 
tical adventurer cannot be marked every where wHh 
bright spots. Things, however, went on sqioolhty 
for a time, till I began to feel sonac alarm at t^e 
progress which my late office- companiop was making 
in the Houfse : he was a mere froihy declaimer,,^t 
with three fourths t>f the members his schoolfhoy 
tinsel passed for eloquence. The Premier, I. believe, 
felt nothing but contempt for this shallow. imitator ef 
his own style, but he was not insensible to .hia.oae..l|i 
a large and mixed assembly. It was necessary ip r^ 
waid . this young declaimer, and he wa& accprdiqg^ 
rapidly promcited. I was firmly convince^ tb^t Jhjfi 
imposture could not last very long-^that xhp hubbk 
must some day burst; yet I was not willing. that fh^ 
should be placed over my head even for the shortest 
tipie. I looked about for some new expedient to ad- 
¥ance my credit with my party ; and, after long deli« 
beration, could think of nothing better than a proposal 
made by my father, that I should immediately miny 
some woman of rank and accomplishments, who vqnU 
at once enlarge my connexions, and bring roun(llfU9c;a 
circle pf political friends, through the instrumentali^ 
of good dinners to the gentlemen, and splendid xouta 
for their wives atid daugnters. We canvassed a, JQPg 
list of our relations and acquaintance, and at last pitch- 
ed upon a lady who was reported to be not only, veiy 
beautiful in her person, but highly cultivated in hfjr 
mind and fashionable in her manners. I had not seen 
her for some years : I was, however, soon introducecL 
and being much struck with her, exerted all my pQwm 

to 
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to please. I isucceeded, and we were speedily married. 
What eommenced in interest has ended in love: f haVe 
riot only derived all the political advantage which 1 ei- 
peeted from my union with Lady A. but have experi- 
^eneed a portion of domestic enjoyment which' cAi 
scarcely be exceeded by the imagination of a novella. 
I must not, however, praise my wife too miich^ lest' you 
should laugh at the uxorious politician : but come arid 
see her often, and, my lite upon the eveht^ you wfli 
liubtcribe to my opinions. ' ' 

* 'Though, as I have intimated, this marriage has bl- 
ttinatety produced every advantage which could be ei- 
ptected, yet the effect was not immediate. It is'tnit, 
that I very quickly increased the number of my frienlds 
(ybu know what the word imports), and Lady A.' at- 
tSiehed them to my service. Stilt my declamatory 
nriVd" was daily gaininj^ mond, while my speeches ra- 
iber injured me, and I nad not been able to' matirfe 
iny ite# project. About this time an opportunity bi^ 
tarred Which I seised with the utmost readiness. THe 
Minister wished to gain over to his party a large body 
-of men, whose opposition was a:s formidable as it was 
litrenuou5. For this service he fixed upon me,' b(^- 
t^ause^' he said, he placed much reliance oh my cor(«

Do not, however, 
mistake me : I do not repent, though I cannot now 
and then avoid a painful reflection. 

I should tire you to death, if I were to. detail step 
by step my political life: suffice it to say, that, having 
once been established in high placcj^ and making daily

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iaipression by my manners, I was in a lituation to 
prpfit by any good fortune* A series of lucky evepta 
sacceeded each other with a rapidity that astonished 
the m^st sanguine : our great enemy, hitherto invin- 
cible, luckily began to overthrow himself by obstinacy 
and desperate enterprise : the elements, luckily for us^ 
fought against him ; his friends luckily deserted him.; 
and,. lastly, be luckily abandoned himself. It is a rulei 
you iuiow, that if any gcxxl fortune occurs during any 
administration, it must all be imputed to the Govern* 
mept ; and thus it is that you now see me a popular 
Mmisier. 

I have nbw disclosed enough to satisfy your curio- 
sity : and,- if 1 have loweredmyself ia your opinio^ 
by certain parts of my conduct, I shall expect some 
couuuu'balance of esteem for the candour of my coo- 
fession.

A LETTER

THE SERPENTINE SEA.

OEVERAL tons of rock salt have been thrown iDto 
^ the Serpentine, in the course of last week, and it 
is now a real salt sea. Of the imnaense crowd of 

people 
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people who yesterday lined the shore^ several ladies 
tasted it, by dipping their fingers into the briny deep, 
•and declare that it is as strong and good as any at 
Margate. Large qnantities of cockle-shells, peri- 
winkles, and razor-fish, with a portion of sand, have 
been also strewed along the hanks, to give it a finish* 
The asure green is all that is wanted to make it 
coniple;te, and a composition of sea- weed and verdi- 
gris is preparing by an eminent chemist for that pur- 
pose. 

Serious apprehensions, however, continue to be 
entertained, that there will be a want of wind on the 
day fixed for the battle. It has been suggested to 
remove the high lands extending towards Highgate, 
by which means it would be exposed to the north 
wind, and the chance of a breeze would be rendered 
more probable. To this there is one great objection, 
that is — there is not time for it. As to the expense of 
the undertaking, no person of any liberal mind would 
object on that account.

The rocking Ojf 
the coaches that venture to ply smce the water coivi*^ 
panics began to lay down their pipes, may ^ve «n^ 
idea of how naturally and beautifully the ships will' 
heave and rock, on tacking at Charing Cross. The 
only objection to this plan is, that the people are so 
used to perils and dangers from the broken-np -state of 
llie streets, the distress and confusion would notibe 
so great as that which may be created in Hyde fork*.

The lists of invitations to xbe jentertainments lately

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At a reeent entertainment, given in honour of mili- 
tary meritj it was thought necessary to repress these 
feelings for once~«-and the doors were accordingly 
opened to spme very honourable and gallant individuals, 
who probably felt, when they were asked, as a once h^ 
moiis orator did, who could not but fear that be had 
somehow or oth^r disgraced himself, inasmuch as he 
was unexpectedly applauded by those for whom he 
cherished, the reverse of respect.

We will not venture to say that these doctrines are 
recognised by the Fathers — but we will affirm, that the 
impulse from whence they spring has a lodging in the 
best and most accomplished minds, and it cannot have 
been put thiere but for good purposes. Its absence is 
among the surest of all tests of a debased, corrupted, 
and emasculated disposition. A certain itidividaal of

NEW CHARITABLE INSTITUTION..

MR. KDITOR, 

'T^HE object of my present address is to recommend 
7-. i new jchariuble institutioa ; and although it ma^ 
be cijectcd, that institutions o{ tYl\% VlvdAl «x^ ^\^^^ 
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exceedingly numerous^ I consid^ thi' ciroudMaiioe u 
making^ rather than againit fny fffdfKMal ; mi the 
experience of half a ceniury hdft coi&vmced Aie tbat riff 
proposal of this kind^ fo\indedf upori caMMof reaTde-: 
cessity, ever failed of success. I shaili 'not thn tifkt 
the names and titles of our present public ehtritiesi by 
way of forming such a comparison between them and 
what I am about to propose^ as shall appear in' iaTour 
of the latter. I wish to establish no rivd^hipi dr 
hazard any invidious remarks. The world is wSiid 
enough for them and me^ and the public g^inMmi 
enough to provide for us both. 

Wiihoutj however, depreciating the menfaof any' 

existing institutions, I hope I may be aUowcd to say^ 

that my scheme is totally and entirely new, aiid tlUtt 

its novelty does not arise from my powers of invention, 

for I disclaim all applications for imaginary distresses 

aches, and pains, be they of what kiira they nerty } but 

solely from this circumstance, that the object^ of my 

intended charity are a class of human beings for whom 

no provision has ever yet entered into the nead of Any 

scliemer whatever^ You will be convinced of thife, Sir^ 

when I tell you, that the persons for whom I plead^ 

are the innocent, who, notwithstanding th6y are inm)' 

cent, are considered and punished as guilty^ by corrupt 

judges, juries, barristers, and witnesses. This class 

was once thought so small, that any application inthehr 

favour might seem unnecessary or ridiculous; perhapl 

an instance or two might occur in a century^ and 

could therefore make but a transient impression upon 

the public mind ; but now, when instances are so very 

greatly multiplied, and when, in defiance of the clearest 

evidence, and every species of legal investigation, it 

has been determined — ay, and upon oath too— -that 

every man is innocent, who chooses to think- himsdf 

so, you will agree with me, that a tiiofe isnnieroiis 

class of distressed persons never befens ioliciM|t the 

^aMiQCBskm 
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compassion of the public. But that some iimits may 
be set, and the subscribers- to this new charity may 
have some security that their money shall not be 
wasted on unworthy objects^ I beg leave to add, that^ 
according to the statutes of this new institution, no 
application will be listened to from any innoceni, who 
has not been found guilty by a jury of his countrymen, 
and who cannot prove that nine hundred and ninety* 
nine persons out of a thousand are of the same opinion* 

It may, perhaps, appear from this, that I am about 
to attack that palladium of our liberties, the Trial by 
Jury. Nothing, Sir, can be farther from my intention; 
but, as in every thing merely human there is some 
small speck of imperfection, so in this our great bless- 
ing, the Trial by Jury, we have lately discovered that 
there is something very much amiss. For instance, 
we have found, that when we were in the habit 
of praising the Trial by Jury, drinking its health, and 
the health of all friends to it, we were not aware that 
the time might come when Juries would take upon 
them to convict as well as to acquit — a liberty which 
threatens to destroy every other liberty. Had we fore- 
seen this consequence, we should not have been so 
loud in our praises and our exclamations ; but, as the 
evil cannot be removed, we have no remedy but in 
pronouncing all to be innocent whom such juries pro- 
nounce guilty^ and in waiting for that happy time 
when some of the schemes of parliamentary reform, 
now in our budget^ shall be carried into execution ; 
and then we shall show juries, to their cost, that, in 
all cases where the Crown is prosecutor, it is their 
business to acquits 

As, however, there seems a repugnance in the pub- 
lic mind against these reforms, nit-rcly, I presume, be- 
cause they are too dull to comprehend the extent of 
such blessings, I have brouglit forward my schenne tor 
alleviating the distresses of the innocent persons above 
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mentioned ; and my first proposal (there la notbii]|; to 
be done without money) is, to raise a laig^ fond fyt ,tbe 
support of the hmoceni-guiUym ' The iu^rt of this 
support is various, because it must Vaty with ihe pa- 
tiisbments inflicted upon innocent persons. Wjbere Uut 
is restricted \o Jmes ovXy^ the use of the fund is ob- 
vious; and we have a precedent for its being aaocess* 
fully employed in the case of a variety of persoQS con- 
victed of insolence, or assaults^ suqh as hackney-copch- 
men, watermen^ bullock-hunters, and other imnocnd 
persons, who are persecuted by our wipked p|4icc 
justices. ;.... 

'This, however, is that part of my plan whidji itr 
quires the least explanation. The puzsuing qdestioa is, 
how our new charity shall afford relief in tne case of 
imprisonment, pillory, whipping, banishment^ orjiang- 
ing ; and I confess, that this was so lone a pusvliug 
question with me, that I more than once ^teroou/fiedto 
burn my papers, and abandon my scheme as bfMidliesi. 
Of late, however, I caueht a glimpsci of relief .^^oin 
the speeches of some of the Palace lard.OriUpnf who 
certainly, for powers of invention and broad aasf rtioPs 
exceed all others. I heard so many of theise geolfcn 
njien speaking in the highest terms of the Aononr.of 
standing in the pillory, and the honour of standing m 
the shoes of the innocent-guilty objects of theicfuLpni: 
ration, that I saw, or thought I saw, at onccj an ^sy 
remedy for all the personal inconyeniencies to wbiQb 
the innocent are liable, namely in a system of substi- 
tutes i and when I consider the zeal, friendship, aufl 
attachment of the said orators and their friendsj 1 
have no manner of doubt that a sufficient nurabjer. of 
substitutes may be found for every case of personal 
punishment. I propose, therefore, that part (^ the, 
funds of this society shall be appropriated to reward 
such public-spirited characters, where apy reward .may 
be necessary; which, however, I conceive^.would be 

in 
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ia very few instances. It would not, indeed, be hand- 
some to suppose that men who, in their love for iht 
innocent' guilty y conseivt to give up the evidence oF 
eyes and ears, and surrender their undcrstanditigs, 
would hesitate to go to rhe d— I in so glorious a cauBe, 
if they had an opportunity, without fee or reward. We 
arc to consider, hkcwise, that, as to imprisonment and 
whipping, two very common ways in which the inno^ 
cent may "be punished, if the present corrupt system 
goes on, many of the persons I have in my eye as 
substitutes, may already have been «o familiar with 
them, as to have none of those fine feelings of honour 
which, although they seldom step in to prevent crimes, 
arc always sure to be very troublesome in the ca3e ^f 
punishment. 

As to the last- mentioned punishment, hangings 
which always must be the last^ some difficulty may 
occur, and I should, perhaps, have omitted this as 
incurable by our new society ; but when I consider 
how many of the believers in innocent -giiilt have 
adopted those principles which tend to make a man 
somewhat weary of life ; when I consider how many 
have hanged themselves without derivinjj any credit 
from it, and how many have been hanged by others 
without the satisfaction of standing in an innocent marl's 
shoes, I do not despair of seeing this object Jikewisc 
accomplished, as soon as the institution I propose 
shall be established, and the laws of it become, as it 
were, a fashion. Then, Sir, the substitutes of tbis 
last class may say, with more truth than they hadcvjfir 
yet said, if they can speak Latin — *' Dulce et deConup 
est pro patria moru'* 

I have now explained, as briefly as I could, my 
scheme for the relief of the new class of mnocenU^ who 
appeal to public compassion. Objections may, per- 
haps, be tendered to some parts ot the tletail j but, as 
a whokj I flatter myself tluit it will ineet with tiic

we added from ourselves, in our paper of the 24th 
inst. that thousands of brave men were about to m^et 
the-advancing foe, with valour irresisUble. 

On the day to which we have just referred,. )i^c 
yirtre oblieed to apologise for the leanness of our paper. 
W^ shall now make up for this, as we at pres^pt 
^ave it in our power to furnish one tolerably fat. It 
U.AO.w.our pleasing task to record the glories of the 

24tb ; 
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^Oafdi ; snd we heritale not to m^, the victory faiAe^ 
by our army at Blacfensburg, where ihree'tbooBHiid 
Miericans defeated a Brhish force amotmting, ac'^ 
fiordiDg to the moftt moderate calcolartion, to fifttcA 
tfaouf and tnen (e<xchistve of a large body of Indians)) 
lias never ))een «c)ttaUed in ancient or modern timea^ . 
and fully proves w^hat was stated in Senate, that Ro» 
inan vatour cam in future 'claim but the second degtee^ 
^American being entitled to the first. 

Our << fighting like the devil/' and our ^^rpesistible 
valour^'' were orowned with such full and complete 
auccess, that when General Winder, having gained 
sufficient honour for one d&y, thought proper trium- 
phantly to retire, the British had hardly courage to 
advance one hundred yards to see which way he took. 
Overwhelmed with the disgrace they had experienced^ 
Ihey remained motionless for two whole houra, pnc^ 
tending to reat themselves. Then, when it was 
thought our beroea were not likely 4o be- 4net with, 
and not before, they moved forward ; and, just about 
nightfall, cam% skulkine into Washington. 

One of the principal features in the plan of opera- 
tions proposed by General Winder, and approved by 
Mr. Madison, was the throwing open the capital, on 
the advance of the enemy, as a trap, the more com- 
pletely to ensure hris tieBtruction. This movement was 
accomplished by our army with praiseworthy alacrity 
and astonishing expedition. The promptitude and de* 
cisroti with which Gen. Winder and Mr. Madison 
headed the troops while eodcxiating the^city^ are/above 
aH panegyric. 

The new Essex, which was to have been Iflunehed 
next week, a sloop, and the dock-yard, were 'fired as 
they passed. It was intended to destroy the pubKc 
buildmgs as a precautionary measure; but this it wis 
feared would let the enemy too much into the General's 
piui, and was therefore aispensed with for the pussent. 

3 T^^«t^ 
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^Tbat part of it, however, was carried into effect, 
through ignorance, by the English themselves; and 
shortly after their entry into Washington, we had the 
aatMwtion to see the Capitol (including the House of 
Assembly and that of Representatives), tlie Arsenal, 
the Treasury, the President's Palace, the Kopc-walk, 
and the great Bridge over the Potowmac, all blazing 
at once. Ever)' thing that could have caused anxiety 
thus removed, one general glow of patriotism pervaded 
the whole metropolis, and only waited the expected 
ugnal to burst forth and cousumc the daring reptiles, 
who, after such a defeat, had the arrogance to give 
themselves the airs of conquerors. 

On the morning of the 25th, a large party of the 
enemy surrounded this office, and a Lieutenant- colo- 
nel, sent by Gen. Ross, demanded to sec the Con- 
ductor of The National Intelligencer, against whom 
the soldiers in waiting, with horrid €;^ecrations, 
vowed vengeance for his exertions in the cause of his 
country. The Editor serenely snatched up a pistol, 
and threatened tp put to death the first ruffian who at* 
tempted to arrest his progress. The Colonel slunk 
away at this, and the Editor quitted the Office pistol 
in hand, and, marching to the tune of — 

'' Hail, Columbia ! happy land !*' 

advanced towards the soldiers, half of whom took to 
flight, and the rest opened their ranks to give him a 
' free passage. He had just passed them ; when, hap- 
pening to scratch his head, his pistol unfortunately 
went oflF, and he found himself defenceless. The Bri- 
tish now advanced on all sides with fixed bayonets, 
and. having formed a hollow square, at length suc- 
ceeded in making him their prisoner. In a few 
minutes he was informed that he had been tried, con^ 
demned, and ordered for execution. He calmly re- 
plied, that his countrymen would reveo^ \\v% d^^^^Csx

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{m they had done that of the Irishman who: was 
hanged at Elxecution Dock), by imprisoning two men 
till the Brilish confined four Americans, and then 
setting them at liberty. They conducted him to. a 
field, distant about a quarter of a mile, where they 
ordered him to prepare for death. Not wishing to 
make this a lengthy business, the Editor at once drop* 
ped on his marrows, and gave the signal by waving 
over his head a handkerchief, inscribed " Free Trade 
and Sailors' Rights." At this moment three Ameri- 
can soldiers were seen at a distance ; at sight of which 
the whole detachment was so much alarmed, that the 
men who composed it could only think of providing 
■for their own safety. They fired, but in such trepida- 
tion, that the Editor escaped unhurt, though he re« 
ceived seventeen bullets in his pocket-handkerchief. 
The British then took to fijght, leaving their arms 
and accoutrements behind. The Elditor caught up the 
muskets which had missed fire, and discharging them 
one after another, inflicted a severe loss on the enemy 
in his retreat, which, in truth, may be called a disor* 
clerly flight. 

On the evening of the 25th, every thing being ready 
for the grand attack, the necessary measures were 
taken with the utmost secrecy. Unfortunately, the 
whole plan was in a great measure frustrated by the 
extreme ardour of part of our army. A company of 
Captain Jumps's rifle corps, anxious again to show 
their irresislible valour^ by " fighting like the devil,** 
prematurely entered Washington. They were seen 
by the enemy, who instantly commenced h.if retreat, 
which he continued with so much speed, nhirl not 
only did he leave the guns behind, which bur ■amiy, 
fir prude7iiial reasonsy had quitted the day before^- but 
he even left the spikes which he himsdf had put in 
them^ at ' considerable trouble and expense. This 
disastrous retredt will warn hitn nox to coxnft t<S \^ath.

wiU get nothing worth having — ^out hard blows. 

Had the plan, so skilfully formed , aud in part so 
successfully executed, been carried compkttiy into 
eflfect, not a man of the British arniy would have re* 
turned to tell the tale of ruin and disgrace. As it is, 
the result must be most beneficial. It cannot but 
unite all parlies in support of a Government who 
watches over their interest with such paternal care, 
that it recks not what it sacrifices, to ensure their 
safety. The building of a new Capitol, War-oiEce, 
Treasury, &c. &c. &c.; in short, a new city, will, 
for many months, employ those who have lately com- 
plained of want of trade. A statue of Mr. Madison, 
standing in a chariot of triumphant flarnej is already 
proposed, as the appropriate ornament of the new 
CapitoK When his splendid services are taken into 
consideration, we think it cannot be doubted tbui a 
subscription will immediately be set on foot, to replace 
bis mw furniture voted by Congress, which he patrio- 
tically devoted to ruin, to save his country.

LEGAL SPORTING.

MB. UHTOR, 

HAVE loQ£ been a reader of }'our paper, aud have 
rarely faile<^ while sipping my coffee in the morn- 
ing, to derive amusement, either from the wit^ or the 
sitipidiij/^ of some of your numerous correspond- 
ents. A few days since, I laughed heartily at the 
display of the latter quality ^ coixVivtitid \\i > \&\\5»^ 
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the author of which expressed great surprise at Sir 
Vicary Gibbs's expedition against the partridges and 
pheasants. Your correspondent seemed totauy at a 
loss to reconcile the union, in the same person^ of an 
expounder of law and' a destroyer of game; but. 
Sir, if he had reflected for a moment, he would 
h'ave seen, that there was nothing incongruous in the 
two characters ; and that, in fact, they were nearly 
allied to each other. To point out the similarity be- 
tween the lawyer and the sportsman is the object of 
the present communication. The same arts ^ I think, 
are as necessary to ensure success in the courts, 
as in the ^Id; and therefore, Mr, Editor, in treat- 
ing the subject, my observations will refer to country 
sports in general. 

Patient and persevering, no man can deny that the 
gentlemen of the long-robe possess two of the most 
liedessary requisites in the composition of a *^ complete 
angler:*' evtery one knows what immense profits they 
derive from fishing ** in troubled waters;'* and what 
vast numbers of gudgeons they contrive to enclose 
within the meshes of the legal net. Of carp they are 
fond, even to a proverb; and I never knew one of 
them yet who had not a hankering after plaice. They 
are said to delight in black-soles; out, I believe, they 
are more attached to xh^femme-sole* 

As expert shoiSj their fame has long been cele- 
brated. A gull never escapes their accurate aim ; a 
looby or a buzzard is sure to fall before them ; and 
they feel great pleasure in bringing down a tijLckoo. 
Such of them as attend the Old Bailey are, it has been 
remarked^ the terror of hawks and vultures j and, 
what tnay seem extraordinary, they are very active in 
the destruction of blackbirds. They are all inclined to 
rtil] and very few of them formerly returned from 
circuit without a number of gold-Jinches. That bird, 
bowevet, hcmg at present confined, to one preserve^ 
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in Threadneedle Street, they arc now obliged to con- 
tent themselves with kites. 

Their proBciency in coursing and hunting, is no Ieit9 
conspicuout. The oldest among them arc ever 011 
the alert in pursuit of the ermine. The Old Bailey 
corps generally hunt with i/^j,'- hounds; and havinj^ 
once roused their prey, they strain every nerve to be 
in ai the death* 

So much lor the general similarity between sports^ 
•men and lawyers. I shall now detail a few particular 
,point9| in which the resemblance is still more ma- 
nifest* 

The lawver carries a bag for his briefs \ the sports- 
man has also his bag (or game. The fonner, when 
he has no business, purchases waste-paper^ with 
which, to deceive his friends, he fills his bag; the 
latter, in the same manner, when he has been unsu&- 
cetsful, buys a few partridges, to escape the laughter 
of bis actjuaintance. 

The sportsman uses a great deal oi powder and sho^» 
The lawyer who hopes to thrive, must not neglect to 
have plenty of pou/fikr, in his wig — and, unless he 
has abundance of '< shot in his locker," I defy him 
to ffo circuit. 

Ihe sportsman is continually charging and dh^ 
charging. How frequently docs the Judge charge a, 
jury — how often is he employed in discharging insol- 
vents? And, will any one deny that the whole pro- 
fession are perfect adepts in the art of charging their 
' clients ? 

The Sportsman eagerly pursues black game. No less 
eagerly does the lawyer hunt after black letter. 
. The sportsman has his patent powder and shot — the 
lawyer his patent of precedence, which gives him great 
advantages over his less prepared brethren. 

Before the sportsman can take the field he must 
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procure ^ license : so must the lawyer^ cre^ beb al- 
lowed to open his lips in court. 

The sportsman goes forth with bis pcinters^ seiierSf 
or spaniels. No persons are more aVtacfaed to points 
than the gentlemen of the long-robe; 5f//^5 have al- 
ways been considered useful agents in the Jaw;; and it 
is not uncommon to see three or four young members 
of the profession crouching and fawning like ipcaiieU^ 
when a brief is to be disposed of. 

Then, Sir, the titles of many of the legal iJQstro* 
ments afford decisive evidence of the truth of my 
position. The clansum f regit applies to the case of a 
poacher^ who breaks into a preserve. The writ de 
Jalso judicio refers to those misrepresentations which 
sometimes entice a man ten miles beyond the bounds 
he originally intended to bare set to his excursion, in 
th<^ hope of falling in with plenty of game; but on W 
arrival at the ** land of pmmisei'' hcdiseovtrs,ih#t 
he has himself been made game of« The writ fkf 
4nagna disirUtio^ or the grand distress f is .where a 
loilg day has been spent by a sportsman without bagf- 
ging a Sitigle bird. Atul what is the writ o( fafjcibb 
entry i but the- breaking through a man's hedge, aad 
beating about his fields, when you have received wanu 
rng not to do so ) The writ of Appeal lies where two 
{parties aim at the same bird, and each of them con* 
\n\d% that he has been the successful gunner. The 
writ of Error is where a cockney sportsman fires at a 
'goose instead of a por/rM^e; and I think ih^ demurrer^ 
which so often makes a conspicuous figure in law pro« 
ceedings, may be aptly compared to that stage of a 
chase in which the dogs are in fault.

■nftetv Will catch at straws, and these Hre infinitely bet- 
ter than nothing ; infinitely better than the conscious- 
-tiess, that, after we have met a friend at a sudden cor- 
ner, and gone through the established routine of in- 
•iqiiiries into the health of ourselves and our mutual 
acquaintances, and indulged in a few original specula^ 
tibhs ypon the appearances of the weather, we arc 
positively at a nonplus for furthier subjects of conver- 
sation. Few dilemmas are more embarrassing than to 
find yoiKself in this state of conversational insolvency, 
writhing under the expectant look of your friend;> 
who, from having made the last ob&ervation^ has a 
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9ort of l(!gal claim upon you for an impromptu in re^ 
turn* In vain do you search the pockets of vour mind 
for an unexpected thought — you Hnd nolntng there 
bnt the heahh and the weather, which have been al- 
ready tendered ; and at length, with suffused ch^s, 
you are obliged to make a desperate, effort,, and get 
out of the scrape by a sudden good morning, and an 
abrupt rush across the street. After such, an opera- 
tion, the patients generally endeavour to walk bff their 
embarrassments by a bustling acceleration of motion^ 
as if anxious to make the energy of their bodies atone 
for the sluggishness of their minds, and prove their 
command of limbs, if not of words. This is a process 
I can safely. recommend, as the stretching of my legs, 
and swinging of my arms (if duly persevered in), have 
scarcely ever failed in reconciling me tp myself^ = and 
satisfying me that I was in fact a very brisk and clever 
personage.

and which I hope will relieve such of your readers as 
are subject to the meetings which have gi\en m mijch 
annoyance to Ambulator.

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A HINT TO PEDESTRIANS.

IN my last letter* I staled the misery to which pe-: 
"** destrians are frequently exposed, from being at a 
nonplus for subjects of conversation on suddenly en* 
countering an acquaintance*; either from the natural 
bashfulness of an Englishman, or from his strange 
antipathy against saying any thing unless he has* 
really something to say.

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each. Amon^ ibe crowds of Englishmen ooW flnckine 
to Paris, it 18 to be hoped sooie pbilantbropist will 
draw up a digest of these dumb colkxjuies for the use 
of . his peripatetic countrymen at home, so aa to pre- 
▼cot tbem from standing to stare at and from each 
other when they meet, in all the horror of motionless 
and speechless vacancy. In the mean time, let me re* 
commend to them to carry a snuflf-box, which in si- 
milar emergencies has done special service. I know a 
Kcintleman at the head of his profession, who I verily 
believe is mainly- indebted to this portable succeda- 
neum for the character he enjoys of profundity and 
wisdom ; and 1 have been so fortunate as to procure his 
receipt for this extemporaneous process of manufac- 
turing solid sayings.

HAVE, for a long period, endeavoured to ascertain 
the cause which actuates you and your brother 
Editors, to devote so larce a portion of your columns 
to theatrical busi?iess; but I assure you, hitherto I 
have been unable to satisfy my mind on the subject. 
Most of you take a savage delight in exposing and 
cutting jup every poor devil, who, like myself, stands 
forward to amuse the public. No sooner does a new 
performer make his or her appearance, than a descrip- 
tion of personal beauties ana defects — of voice— gait

not critical,*' why do you confine your taleuta to drA* 
niatic performances ? If

why do vou not extend your sphere of crlticidm a 
little ? If you take the trouble of looking about you^ 
you will find plenty of subjects on which you may. 
exercise your abilities, and not meddle with His Ma- 
jesty's servants. 

Why not criticise the Russian Emperor's perform- 
ance of ^iexan^ter the Great f or review the repre- 
sentation of The Confederacy^ by the Allies ? 

Could you not eke out a column or two in observa- 
tions on Mr. Madison's performance of Bohadil, and 
his exquisite picture of the Runaway?

How did it happen that you never said a word about

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ADVICE FOR CONDUCT IN THEATRES. 

[From the same, Oct. 19.] 
MR. EDITOB, 

.HAV£ often regretted, that a regular code of laws 
has not been drawn up for the government of those 
dashing young gentlemen who are in the. habit of 
visiting the theatres. In the abseirce of any re* 
gulations of this description, I have thrown together 
a few hints, which may be of great use to them in 
places of public amusement. I have acted on them, 
mjfielf, for several years, and never knew them fiiil of 
attracting the attention of an audience, which is a 
matter of primary importance to those who, instead 
of noticing the performance, are anxious to be noticed 
ibems^lves.

If you have taken places, be sure not to enter the 
bOJC^until after the commencement of the piece* Se- 
laclp if possible, the moment when an afiecting inci* 
dent has excited general attention, to make your ap- 
pearance. It gives an individual an air of great im- 
portaace, when a party of VntuVj w ^v^Vj ^^kwsso^ 
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U ^obl'fged to rise, to permit his free ingress to the 
front row. 

: If any person officiously lifts up the centre of 4 
seat to permit you to pass, repay the civility with m 
smile of contempt. 

If the night be extremely dirty, on no account neg- 
lect wiping your filthy boots on the tops of the seats; 
by thus making your mark, ypu are almost certain of 
securing two or three rows for yoursdf; and nothing 
gives a man an air of greater consequence than, in a 
crowded house, to keep possession of the greater part 
of a box. 

If the evening be very rainy, forget not Co bring 
irour dripping great c6at and umbrella into the box*. 
You will thus save sixpence, and, by annoying an en- 
tire company, compel them to talk about you. 

3hould you observe three very corpulent persons 
filling a scat, where there is accommodation fot Jimr 
bf moderate size, insist on your right to complete 
the regular number. If you cannot squeeze yourself 
among them, you will, at all events, be sure of 
treating noise and confusion, and of drawing the at* 
tention of the audience from the performers to your*- 
self. 

If you have a friend in the box with you, and ob* 
serve any foolish fellow very attentive to the business 
of the scene, immediately commence a conversation

When 4 
haodspnie actress appears, bawl out your approbation | 
and| should a plain-featured lady come on, point out 
ber defepl4 as boldly as possible. This mode of pror 
feeding distracts the attention of the performers, makes 
thc^a commit blunders, and transfers to yourself th^ 
jsyes of the spectators. 

You qfiay still purchase the detonating lolls — with 
the. aid of a few ot these you may mar tlie finest per- 
fqrbiance* The explosion, it is true, may throw ^ 
fe^ females into hysterics — but what of that ? A true 
Ipungpr will always derive pleasure from the distresses 
of a female* 

Should you observe an ancient couple, accompanied 
by half a dozen modest and beautiful girls, highly 
gratified at the entertainment, do not hesitate a mo* 
l^ifnt to pick out the most abandoned profligate who 
valks the lobby, and comi^ence, in their hearing, an 
obscene conversation. Tbi^re is something wonder- 
£idly pleasing and comical in making a virtuous wo- 
igt^Lxi blush.

T SHALL make three assumptions, which I have no 
-^ doubt will be readily acceded to^ before I proceed to 
state the detail of the important arrangemeat wbidi 
wiH tranquillize all Europe. 

In the first place, the right of the strongest is the 
only right which can possibly be acknowledged in 
politics. 

In the second place, individuals have no rights, no 
feelings, no happiness, separately considered ; but are 
merely component parts of a great whole. 

In the third place, it is lawful to destroy or annihi* 
late all those persons or states who shall oppose them- 
selves, to the wishes of the majority of the strongest. 

On these three incontrovertible maxims I shall build 
my reasoning, or rather my recommendation. 

It is obvious, that Europe has been for centuries dis- 
turbed by the desires of different great sovereigns, 
who have now and then taken a fancy to some little 
neighbouring territory, which would mak^ the most 
convenient accession in the world to their own domi- 
nions. The little neighbouring state, instead of quietly 
submitting itself to the wishes of the superior king* 
dom, has generally had the impertinence to resist by 
force of arms ; and then, so strong in mankind is the 
love of fighting and cutting throats, that in a short 
time the whole continent has been engaged in war 
abmit.this same paltry principality, which ought in 
the first instance lo have been blown up by gunpowder. 

Now, I wish to put a stop to all this wretched ab- 
surdity : there should be no small states in Europe : 
they should all be absorbed in the greater. For in>- 
stance, let there be four great states, Eiigland, France^ 
Russia, and Austria, all of equal strength, and let alt 
other states be merged in these* If^ aftev an impartial 

n 7» 4\xv^\a\\^ 
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divisum, there shall be a superiority >rematning of^oiie 
or two odd principalities, the best plan for prevenlioK 
all Future dissensions will be to root them out, with all 
their inhabitants. Sotne opposition will perhaps be 
made to this scheme: Prussia and Turkey, audSwc^ 
i|?P and Hplland, may grumble a little, to be deprived 
at once of all their consequence ; but the bayonet and 
artilkfry of the majority will soon silence these sense* 
less, clamours* 

It may seem, at first, rather ungrateful to exclude 
Prussia^ which bore so distinguished a part in the late 
v^ar ; but what has gratitude to do with political con- 
venience ? and besides, how dare Prussia complain, 
who wouldj if allowed, at once pounce ypon Saxony ? 
The Turks, it is evident, have no claim to the merciful 
consideration of a Christian congress: indeed, I never 
t^wXd understand what business they had in Europe. 
It is high time, either that they should all be converted 
to Christianity, or else be transported to Asia or 
Africa, or disposed of in some other way by means of 
Chrjstian fire and ball. Sweden will hardly have the 
face to object to a little robbery just after her theft of 
Norway ; — and as to Holland, I really could never see 
why a set pf fellows who v^'ear trunk- breeches and 
sell butter and cheese, should be allowed to have a 
stJrte of their bwn, just as if they were a well-dressed 
and genteel people. 

There are, I am aware, several other states and evenr 
kingdoms, but thev are too insignificant for particular 
mention! though I must just hint, that I would con- 
-vert Spain into a great Jesuits' college^^of which the 
Pope.shoirld be president, and Lucien Buonaparte the 
lecturer, on the Belles Lettres. That confounded name, 
puts me in^. mind of the man at Elba, against whom- 1 
see np security, unless he is either hangtd or made a 
Bow Street runner. I incline to the latter part of the 
alternative, because I would not destroy a sinner while 
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there i» any chance of his repentance, and because bip 
activity and large experience would make him a most 
useful officer of police. 

The advantages of the partition which I have above 
described, seem too obvious to be dwelt upon. In the 
fitsi place, there wguld be no more fighting about tfie 
independence of petty republics and free towns ; and 
these equally balanced nations could never, on account 
of that equality, go to war with any chance of success. 
Each would be a match for the other ; and to prevent 
any two uniting against a third, each state should keejS 
its own heir apparent, and the two next successors to 
the crown, at the three other courts, arid, on the least 
symptom of a treacherous union, the said heir appa- 
rent, &c. should be immediately strangled. 

The next advantage would be, that the four gjreat 
states would become in lime so assimilated, that there 
would be no longer any foolish and partial preference 
of one country to another,- but we should all become' 
citizens of Europe. There would not be much occa- 
sion for large standing armies, and the kings would 
just keep up so many soldiers as might serve to amusQ 
the women and children. 

Finally, it would be as well to have only one religion 
in Europe; and as the Protestant professors are the 
least numerous, they ought to give up their tenets to 
the majority. In the mean time, lawyers, and physi- 
cians, and mathematicians, and men of letters, may iti 
private hold what opinion they please, but must not 
publish them under pain of being deported to Africa. 

This is just an outline of my scheme and its advan-. 
tages, and I think it would be much better for the 
Sovereigns at Congress to adopt it at once, instead of 
wasting their time in affected hesitation about petty 
depredations. Let them go to work boldly, and thea' 
show me the man who will dare to oppose them.
